Active until a few days 
ago and greeting friends 
cheerfully as always, Mrs. 
Mary Bishop Caley, Sierra 
Madre centennarian and 
pioneer, passed away Tues¬ 
day night at her home, 233 
Ramona Ave., Sierra Madre. 

Mrs. Caley who was 100 
years old last Oct. 6, fell 
and broke her hip a few 
days ago. Pneumonia set in 
early Tuesday, helping to 
end the life of a venerable 
woman who had spent 67 
years in this city. 

Born Mary E. Davidson on 
Oct. 6, 1861, the year the 
Civil War began, Mrs. Caley 
was the product of what is 
known in the Midwest as 
the Western Reserve county 
centering in and about 
Cleveland settled originally 
by New Englanders. 

SHE CAME to Sierra Ma¬ 
dre with her husband, Wil¬ 
liam P. Caley and two 
daughters in 1895, hoping to 
better her health. She speed¬ 
ily recovered and became 
one of this citys’ most ener¬ 
getic and leading women. 

Mrs. Caley was a charter 
member of the Woman’s 
Club and a member of the 
Sierra Madre Congregational 
Church. 

She is survived by her two 
daughters, Mrs. Hilda C. No¬ 
ble and Mrs. Maybello C. 
Barker, and granddaughter, 
Nadine A. Noble. 

Services will be held at 
the Campbell Chapel of the 
church with Rev. George W. 
Lindsay officiating. Ripple 
Mortuary is in charge of the 
funeral, the day and time 
to be set later. 

Burial will be at Mt. View 
Maasoleum beside her hus¬ 
band.
